be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable, and that currently no 
claim is generic. 

The species stated are: 

A first embodiment directed to a method of fprrnlng a ROM product, which reads on 
Claims 1-31, and 

A second. embodiment directed to a method of providing ROM products to a customer, 
which reads on Claims 32-43. 

Applicant provisionally elects to be examined the species described by the 
Examiner as the first embodiment , which reads on Claims 1-31 . This election is made 
with traverse of the requirement under 37 C.F.R. 1 .143 for the reasons given in the 
following paragraphs. 

The Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider the Requirement for Election 
of Species given in the Office Action, because of the increased costs applicant would be 
forced to bear if the two species are separately examined . Furthermore, the field of 
search must necessarily cover both species, in addition to other related Classes and 
subclasses, to provide a complete and adequate search.
